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What of the New Year? 


While many—all too many, it would 
seem—are scratching their heads, twisting 
their forelocks, or biting their nails in cogi- 
tation of the question, What will the new 
year bring? it behooves those who have less 
faith in “Santa Claus” to be searching out 
means of finding a satisfactory answer to 
the more reasonable question, What can we 
find in 1932?

These cannot be avoided 
by even the most serious cogitation; al- 
though their evils might be minimized by 
appropriate preparation. Whatsoever else 
may be the lot of mankind during the com- 
ing year will be almost wholly of man- 
kind’s own making. Here, too, evils can be 
substantially lessened, if not wholly avoided, 
and benefits can be greatly enhanced by 
appropriate preparation and appropriate 
operation. Mankind will find in 1932 that 
which it seeks; but, no Spanish padre’s map 
will guide to hidden treasures. The search- 
ing, if its results are to be worth while, must 
be undertaken in the light of reason. It 
must be scientifically planned and scientific- 
ally carried out. And social science must 
play as large a part in the program as the 
more familiar technology which has to do 
with the materials of industry and the com- 
modities of commerce. 

The law of supply and demand, which is 
fundamental in economics, is not the simple 
law that so many believe it to be. It is, in 
truth, as complicated and as abstruse as are 
those statutes by means of which the law- 
makers of all lands have sought, also, to 
regulate business. The law of supply and 
demand, furthermore, is subject to individ- 
ual interpretation. There is no tangible 
court of record to pass on the validity of 
such interpretation. There is no tangible 
restrictive or punitive agency by which the 
amending of this law to suit individual de- 
sires can be prevented. There is nothing to 
prevent the overdevelopment of supply or 
the equally disastrous overdevelopment of 
demand—nothing, that is, except the com- 
mon sense that should recognize the point 
at which ambition becomes greed. 

The law of supply and demand must be 
interpreted in a new light if the new year 
is to be made better than that which is now 
closing. The limits of profitable stimula- 
tion of demand must be accurately deter- 
mined, not only with respect to the opera- 
tions of a single producer or seller or of a 
group of related enterprises, but also with 
respect to the whole industrial-commercial 
community. The changes that must result 
from the competition in materials, which 
attends progress, must be better under- 
stood. The apparent benefits of change must 
be weighed against the concomitant results ; 
for a fair balance of supply and demand 
cannot be maintained when change cuts 
more from the purchasing power of the con- 
suming public than from the costs of 
production. 

If 1932 is to be made better than 1931, 
some means must be found to correct the 
evils wrought by the reductions of 15 per- 
cent in manufacturing employment and 25 
percent in manufacturing payroll totals, 
which were made during the past year. 
Evils, equally serious, have been brought 


into existence in agriculture and in the field 
of distribution and other nonproductive 
services. The subject of unemployment and 
unprofitable employment, of capital as well 
as men, requires at least as much study as 
does any other phase of the large problem 
of economic restabilization. And in_ this 
study more attention than heretofore has 
been given must be devoted to a search for 
accurate knowledge of the economic im- 
portance of the man. His essentialness, as 
a consumer, on the side of demand has been 
too largely lost sight of in the universal con- 
sideration of the machine on the side of 
supply. 

The dole, which many economists who 
have paid special attention to the social 
side of existing problems profess to believe 
inevitable, should be avoided at whatso- 
ever cost. Its immediate results would be 
bad enough; its ultimate results would be 
disastrous. Unemployment insurance may, 
have certain attractive features as a means 
of relief, but it calls for readjustments 
which are difficult, and it holds a threat of 
politics which cannot be beneficial. A _ bet- 
ter system would be one of employment 
assurance, with what might be called “ultra- 
employment” insurance, something of the 
nature of an old-age pension system, but 
more equitably contrived. Employment 
assurance is possible in practically every in- 
dustry. It is practicable in practically 
every productive organization. It can be 
established, also, in distributive and other 
service organizations—if the business con- 
cept be one which embraces the common in- 
terests of producer, distributor, and finan- 
cier; in other words, if business as a whole 
be conducted on a live-and-let-live basis. 
The excessive financing of business under- 
takings has been proved to be unsound. 
Striving for volume of distribution without 
due consideration for the profitableness of 
distributors’ services has not been univer- 
sally found to be beneficial to producers. 
Sacrificing of reasonable profits to beat 
competitors has put more than one seller in 
a hole. A live-and-let-live policy could not 
be worse than these. 

Employment assurance is made possible 
and practicable by setting up a reasonable 
volume to be attained, by planning intelli- 
gently to reach this goal, and by allocating 
the necessary work in such a manner as will 
provide regular (that word needs emphasis) 
employment during the period covered by 
the plan. The length of these plan periods 
must be determined from experience. It is 
usually wise to start with a short one—and 
not to be too ambitious. It is better to al- 
locate the work on the basis of the number 
of men that can be employed, rather than 
be guided wholly by the number of men 
that can do the work. Shorter days or weeks, 
staggered shifts if tecessary, are better 
from the standpoint of the general economic 
welfare than are long days and full weeks 
with a smaller number of men employed. 
Readjustment to meet improved conditions 
is easier when it involves only working pe- 
riods, and the disturbance of the balance of 
supply and demand is minimized. 

Economists say that more than half of the 
money spent by consumers is absorbed in 
the cost of distribution of goods. In many 
instances, this cost is far greater than half 
the selling price. It is not, quite obviously, 
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so great in industrial sales as it is in sales 
to the general public. Charges that the cost 
of distribution is excessive have been com- 
mon for many years. There is some truth 
in these charges; but usually it does not all 
lie where most analysts seek it. The high 
cost of distribution is generally attributed 
to the inefficiency of the distribution sys- 
tem, and this inefficiency, in turn, is gener- 
ally laid at the door of the distributor. One 
reason for high costs of distribution, a rea- 
son that is frequently overlooked, is the 
centralization of production. Study of the 
problem of distribution would probably 
disclose many instances in which the sav- 
ings effected through centralization of pro- 
duction are exceeded by the extra cost in- 
curred in maintaining an adequate supply 
of the goods in the hands of distant distrib- 
utors. 

The value of the community calls for con- 
sideration in the economic planning for a 
better year in 1932. The influence of cen- 
tralized production in this connection is of 
a character and a degree which are not ade- 
quately realized. Concentration of popula- 
tion in large manufacturing or distributing 
centers adds much to the cost of living. On 
one hand, it increases the cost of distribut- 
ing the products of these centers. On the 
other, it adds excessively to the cost of 
supplying these centers with agricultural 
products and with industrial raw materials 
In addition, such concentration of popula- 
tion destroys community completeness and 
exerts a widely detrimental influence on the 
cultural life of the people. Most industries 
will find much for serious consideration in 
the problems presented by unwarranted 
centralization. 

Some industries, the exploitation of min- 
erals and other natural resources, for ex- 
ample, cannot scatter their productive 
operations as the best economic results may 
indicate. They must operate where they 
find a supply of material to operate on. 
Their contribution to the effort to make 
business better in 1932 must be made 


through co-operation, through what is 
known in the petroleum industry as 
unit operation. A deposit of coal or 


ore, an oil pool, a forest of timber trees 
each of these should be regarded as 
a unit and worked co-ordinately for the 
common good of all the owners. Agricul- 
ture is in the same situation. It might well 
give consideration to the same plan of 
operation. It has this advantage: it can di- 
versify its products. Much good could be 
accomplished by an agricultural community 
in regarding itself as a unit and cultivating 
its acres co-operatively, allocating to the 
several crops which can be produced in the 
region a definite portion of the combined 
acreage (selected on the basis of fitness) 
and rotating the crops as fully as possible. 

The new year will—-let it be reiterated— 
be almost exactly what industry, in all its 
divisions, and commerce, in all its branches, 
endeavor to make it. The measure of the 
success of this endeavor will be the extent 
to which each individual tries to better his 
own condition without sacrificing his self- 
respect or the respect of others. A greater 
measure of apparent success may be at- 
tained under other conditions, but the world 
had more than enough of that sort a few 
years ago. 
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Lever Bros. Loses Niger 


Officials £50,000 Suit 


LONDON, Dec. 16, 1931. 

Lever Brothers, Ltd., and the Niger 
Company are not entitled to recover 
£50,000 paid to former officials of the 
Niger company on their retirement. 
The House of Lords, Britain’s highest 
appellate tribunal, has reversed the 
judgment of the Court of Appeals, by 
a vote of three to two Law Lords 
Blanesburgh, Atkin, and Thankerton 
upheld the appeal of the former Niger 
officials; Law Lords Warrington and 
Hailsham dissented, 

The £50,000 was paid to Edward 
Hyslop Bell and Walter Edgar Snelling 
when they agreed to give up their 
respective positions as chairman and 
vice-chairman of the Niger company, 
Lever Brothers’ palm oil producing 
subsidy. The Lever companies sued to 
recover this compensation, alleging 
that, after it had been paid, Mr. Bell 
and Mr. Snelling privately bought and 
sold products in which the firm was 
interested and made a profit of £1,360 
for themselves. It was contended that 
this was done while they were still di- 
rectors and was in breach of a pooling 
agreement. Justice Wright in _ the 
Court of Appeals held that the com- 
panies were entitled to recover £30,000 
from Mr. Bell and £20,000 from Mr. 
Snelling. 

The House of Lords has discharged 
the original order of Justice Wright, 
except insofar as it provides for pay- 
ment to the Niger Company of £1,360 
as profit and some of the costs of the 
dam-

Pharmaceutical Names 
Listed by Associations 


A list of trade-names in use by man- 
ufacturers who are members of the 
American Drug Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and the American Pharma- 
ceutical Manufacturers’ Association 
has been prepared under the auspices 
of the patent and trade-mark commit- 
tees of the two organizations.

Alcohol Regulations for 
Foodstuffs Held Invalid 


Regulations promulgated by the 
Commissioner of Industrial Alcohol 
allowing manufacturers of food prod- 
ucts to withdraw altohol and _ spirit- 
uous liquors for use in making food- 
stuffs were held to be invalid and con- 
trary to the prohibition act in a deci- 
sion rendered by the Federal court for 


the southern district of Tllinois, at 
Springfield, in an action brought by 
the Purity Bread Company, Chicago, 


against the Supervisor of Permits, Bu- 
reau of Industrial Alcohol, who had re- 
fused the company an alcohol permit. 

The court stated that if intoxicating 
liquor were permitted to be withdrawn 


for use as flavoring extract it would 
defeat the purpose of the prohibition 
act and restore a liquor concoction 


“which was formerly very popular.” It 
was pointed out that the prohibition 
act did not make exemption for use of 
alcohol or intoxicating liquors in food- 
stuffs other than for flavoring extracts 
and syrups unfit for use as a beverage. 
The regulations of the Commissioner 
of Industrial Alcohol which have been 
found invalid are Sections 1124, 1125, 
1126 and 1127.

Petroleum and Copper 
Cost Studies Reported 


Tariff Commission Says Domestic 


Crude 75c a Bbl. Higher 
Than Foreign 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22, 1931. 

Cost of producing domestic crude 
petroleum and delivering it to Atlantic 
coast refineries is 75 cents per barrel 
higher than for foreign crude, but when 
adjusted to the value of the products 
of the two types of crudes, the domes- 
tic oil costs 19 cents a barrel more 
than foreign crude, it is declared by 
the United States Tariff Commission 
in a report submitted to Congress to- 
day. Domestic refined products cost 
20 cents to 39 cents a barrel more than 
refined products of foreign crude, it is 
stated. 

The commission made no recom- 
mendation regarding a duty on pe- 
troleum or its products, but submitted 
a voluminous cost study of production 
ot crude oil and refined products in 
the principal petroleum regions of the 
United States and foreign countries. 
In addition the report presents a body 
of statistical information regarding the 
industry. The investigation was con- 
ducted by direction of a resolution of 
the House of Representatives adopted 
March 3, 1931, and supplements a re- 
port made last year covering imports 
of crude oil from Venezuela. 

The study covers costs of producing 
crude petroleum during the four-year 
period, 1927-1930, in the United States, 
Mexico, Colombia, Peru, Ecuador, 
Trinidad, and Venezuela, both the 
Maracaibo Basin and eastern Vene- 
zuela. Costs of refined products were 
ascertained for the years 1929 and 1930 
for refineries, in Netherland West 
Indies, Mexico, Colombia, Peru, Vene- 
zuela, Trinidad, and for United States 
refineries using imported oil and 
eae States refineries using domestic 
oll, 


Weighted Average Costs 


The weighted average cost of do- 
mestic crude petroleum delivered to 
Atlantic coast refineries during the 
four-year period was found to be $1.90 
per barrel. The cost of Maracaibo 
crude oil delivered to the Atlantic sea- 
board was found to be 87 cents a bar- 
rel, and the weighted average cost of 
all foreign crude delivered to the At- 
lantic coast was $1.15 a barrel. With- 
out adjustment for differences in qual- 
ity, these figures show that Maracaibo 
oil has an advantage of $1.03 a barrel 
over domestic oil and all foreign oil 
has an advantage of 75 cents a barrel 
over domestic oil. 

When so adjusted Maracaibo crude 
oil was found to have an advantage of 
46 cents a barrel over domestic and 
all foreign oil to have an advantage of 
19 cents a barrel. This adjustment 
was made on the basis of prices of 
finished products from different 
crudes, due principally to the fact that 
domestic crude is, on the average, of 
lower specific gravity. The commis- 
Slon ascertained the quantities of the 
several classes of refined products ob- 
tained from each crude and applied to 
these quantities identical unit prices 
per gallon, using the 1930 figures as 
most representative. 

It was found that in 1930 the gross 
value of products derived from a bar- 
rel of domestic crude at Atlantic coast 
refineries was $2.74, whereas the gross 
value of products of Maracaibo pe- 
troleum was $1.71. The cost of re- 
fining domestic crude was 73 cents a 
barrel against 30 cents for plants using 
foreign petroleum. Deducting cost of 
refining, the net realization from do- 
mestic crude was $2.01 a barrel against 
$1.41 for the foreign article. On this 
basis it was figured foreign crude was 
worth only seven-tenths as much as 
domestic, although the commission 
admitted this probably overstated the 
relative value of foreign crude since 
it did not produce such high-grade fuel 
oil as domestic crude. The commis- 
sion compared the cost of seven-tenths 
of a barrel of domestic crude with 
the cost of Maracaibo and of all for- 
eign crudes to obtain the adjusted cost 
comparisons 

The commission used an _ interest 
rate of 6 percent on capital for costs 
in both United States and foreign 
countries. All costs, both foreign and 
domestic, were based on transporta- 
tion to the Atlantic coast.

Chemical Employment Off 


Employment in the manufacture of 
chemicals and related products in the 
United States continued to decrease 
during November. Payroll totals in 
this industrial group also decreased 
during the month. The employment 
index number of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics was 72 for November, 
against 73.9 in October and 86.4 in No- 
vember, 1930 (100—=monthly average in 
1926). The index number for Novem- 
ber payrolls was 67.7, against 71.5 in 
October and 86.5 in November, 1930.

Chain-Store Survey Data 
Given Senate by F. T. C. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22, 1931. 

Three partial reports on its chain- 
store investigation were made to the 
senate today by the Federal Trade 
Commission. They cover the scope of 
the inquiry, sources of chain store mer- 
chandise, and the wholesale business of 
retail chains. 

A report on grocery cooperative 
chains was released last Summer. 
Other sectional reports to be submitted 
during the next few months will treat 
the subjects of leaders and loss leaders, 
price policy, private brands, credit and 
delivery service, discounts and allow- 
ances, and costs, profits, and margins. 
The reports, which are to be printed 
as senate documents, contain data of 
use in studies of chain-store opera- 
tions, but there is little information of 
value to independent retailers or to 
those advocating various forms of 
legislative restriction on chain stores. 

The commission's inquiry covers 
twenty-six types of chain stores and 
is being conducted by mailed question- 
naires and by observations by field 
agents. The commission reports that 
in general it has received excellent co- 
operation from both the chain stores 
and manufacturers, the most important 
exception being that of the four large 
meat packers, Armour & Co., Swift & 
Co., the Cudahy Packing Company, and 
Libby-McNiel & Libby, which, because 
of the packers and stockyards act, re- 
fused to furnish prices or volume of 
sates to chain and independent dealers. 

Usable schedules were returned by 
1,727 chains operating 66,246 stores 
with retail sales in 1928 of more than 
$5,000,000,000. Drug chains represent 
10 percent of those reporting but only 
5 percent of either number of stores 
or value of sales. More than half the 
chains reporting were in the two-to- 
five-store group, but these operate less 
than 5 percent of the stores. The com- 
mission estimates that its study covers 
appreximately one-half the number of 
chain stores operated in the country 
and one-half the aggregate sales vol- 
ume of all chain stores, and that its 
data are representative of the various 
kinds of business studied. 

The study of sources of merchandise 
reveals that 93 percent is purchased 
and only 7 percent is manufactured by 
chains. Of the purchases, approxi- 
mately 75 percent are made from man- 
ufacturers direct. Purchases from 
wholesalers totaled 8 percent, but such 
buying is common to all chains and 
reaches’ substantial proportions in 
many of them. In drug chains, pur- 
chases from wholesalers run from 20 
to 40 percent of all purchases, and in 
drug chains the proportion of direct 
buying from manufacturers’ varles 
from 83 percent in photographic sup- 
plies to 18 percent in tobacco products. 

Many chains were found to do con- 
siderable wholesale business, and in 
the drug field the leading items whole- 
saled by the chains are proprietaries, 
laxatives, toilet articles, aspirin, mouth- 
washes, and rubber goods. 





Chemists’ Unemployment 
Bureau Is Established 


A bureau where unemployed chem- 
ists and chemical engineers may reg- 
ister and be assigned to positions as 
rapidly as positions are found has been 
opened in the Chemists’ Club, 50 East 
Forty-first street, this city, by a com- 
mittee representing the various local 
chemical societies. Registration and 
information service will be furnished 
without charge. 

All chemists and chemical engineers. 
whether or not they are members of 
any chemical society. who are out of 
employment may call at the bureau 
and regjster, stating their qualifica- 
tions and needs. They will be classi- 
fied, and notices will be sent to in- 
dustries, not now employing chemists, 
in which it is believed that openings 
for process men exist. The committee 
will make special efforts to interest 
various industries in the benefits to be 
expected from the employment of 
chemists or chemical engineers. The 
bureau will be open from 9 a. m. to 
5 p. m. every week day. 

The Committee on Unemployment 
and Relief for Chemists and Chemical 
Engineers, which has established the 
bureau, is sponsored by the following 
societies:—American Chemical Society 
(New York section), American Insti- 
tute of Chemists, American Institute 
of Chemical Engineers, American Elec- 
trochemical Society, Association af 
Consulting Chemists and Chemical En- 
gineers, Societe de Chimie Industrielle 
(American section), Society of Chem-

France Negotiates for 
Nitrates from Germany 


Producers in Other Countries and 
Certain French Interests 


Object to Scheme 


Negotiation of a contract between 
French and German interests for the 
supply of large quantities of nitrate 
of soda to France at a low price has 
caused protests to be lodged with 
French authorities by representatives 
of nitrate producers in other countries, 
particularly the United States. 

The report became current about a 
week ago that German producers had 
made a contract with the French 
Comptoir de L’Azote to supply during 
the current season an amount re- 
ported to be 125,000 metric tons of ni- 
trate of soda at a price of 83 francs 
per quintal c.if. Dunkirk, which is 
the equivalent of about 88 francs de- 
livered to French markets. A quintal 
is 100 kilograms, or one-tenth of a 
metric ton, and the franc is at present 
worth about 4 cents. The delivered 
price, then, woul€ be about $35.20 per 
metric ton. 

The contract, according to later ad- 
vices, has not yet been signed because 
of the fact that the French sought 
to have at least part of the payment 
charged to the reparation account, 
while the Germans preferred to have 
this a business deal and not a form of 
reparations in kind. / 

The contract with the Germans is 
understood to call for no assessment 
as a subsidy to French nitrate pro- 
ducers: such as was demanded of all 
potential importers and was refused by 
producers in Chile, Norway and the 
United States. However, it is under- 
stood that the comptoir intends to sell 
the German nitrate of soda to French 
consumers at 95 francs per quintal, 
thereby keeping up the domestic price 
and obtaining a fund which might be 
used for the general benefit of the 
French industry. 

American producers of nitrate of 
soda, who have felt that their prod- 
uct could compete in the French mar- 
ket if given a fair chance, are under- 
stood to have protested to the comp- 
toir against apparent favorable treat- 
ment given Germany in waiving the 
requirement that importers pay @ sub- 
sidy for the French industry. Ameri- 
can interests were given a few hours 
December 22 to meet the terms of- 
fered by the Germans, but this was 
declared to be also discriminatory, as 
being too short a time. While not 
admitting the validity of the protests 
of American interests it is understood 
that French authorities have agreed 
to two short extensions in the time 
for submission of an offer for the sale 
of American nitrate of soda. 

Germany, while producing large 
quantities of other forms of nitrogen, 
has produced comparatively little ni- 
trate of soda in the past, and it is be- 
lieved that additional equipment will 
have to be installed to supply ‘the 
French order. The price of nitrate in 
France has been maintained by the 
comptoir and is now 18 francs per 
quintal above the price in the rest of 
Europe. The price fixed by the comp- 
toir for the 1931-32 season was 101 
frances at Dunkirk. 

Normal consumption of nitrates in 
France is estimated to be between 
300.000 and 350,000 tons a year, and 
domestic producers have a capacity of 
about 185,000 tons. There is a feeling 
in certain quarters in France that it 
would be a serious error to rely wholly 
on Germany to supply the nitrates 
needed in excess of domestic produc- 
tion. Particularly do these quarters 
foresee danger ‘when France’s needs 
might be increased by war. They hold 
that, even in the event of economic 
“war” with Germany, the alienation 
of other sources of supply would prove 
a serious detriment. 


Mexico Changes Duties 


By the terms of a presidential de- 
cree, effective December 16, Mexico 
has made a number of changes in the 
schedule of import duties. The duty 
on plain glass up to 1 centimeter thick 
has been decreased. The duty has 
been increased on bicarbonate of pot- 
ash and bicarbonate of soda, weigh- 
ing, with the immediate container, up 
to 5 kilos. Glass ampuls for hypoder- 
mic medicines have been specifically 
classified. 


Canadian Arsenate. Project 


A plant for the manufacture of ar- 
senates is being established in Bur- 
lington, Ontario, by the Niagara 
Sprayer & Chemical Company, Middle- 
port, N. Y. Calcium arsenate and lead 
arsenate will be manufactured. The 
move has been made to offset dis- 
advantages of tariff preferences and 
exchange in the shipping of-arsenates 
to Canada. 

In 1930 Canada imported from the 
United States $121,000 worth of lead 
arsenate and $50,000 worth of calcium 


arsenate.

Further Reduction in Withdrawals--Work on 1932

What little activity 
was displayed in the market continued 
centered on the negotiating of the 
1932 contracts. Changes in the mar- 
set consisted of lowering the quota- 
tions for citric acid. 

Despite the slow demand for blue 
vitriol last week, a firmer undertone 
was in evidence. This firmness was 
ittributed to the completion of nego- 
tiations by copper producers control- 
ling 90 percent of the world output to

States. To prevent curtailment from 
unduly advancing the price of copper 
producers have agreed that restric- 
tion cease when stocks fall below total 
deliveries of the _ preceding four 
months, or if the domestic price of 
copper should exceed 12 cents’ per 
pound for fifteen days. If the agree- 
ment fails to result in a reduction of 
surplus copper by the end of the year 
any participant may withdraw on 30 
days’ notice. It is believed that this 
curtailment plan will reduce world out- 
put to approximately 83,000 tons per 
month. Current estimated output is 
120,000 tons per month, 

Sellers of the tin crystals and an- 
hydrous tetrachloride reported that the 
price schedules on that commodity 
would remain unchanged until January 
1, being a renewal of the previous ten- 
day price schedules. The basic Staits 
tin market was slightly steadier last 
week as a result of an improved ster- 
ling exchange. It was stated that the 
tin industry curtailment and control 
plan has been of such a benefit to the 
industry that the price of the metal 
today stands 30 pounds per ton higher 
than the low price noted in December 
of last year, or just previous to the 
formation of the tin pool. 

Slow demand caused by the buying 
for year-end inventory purposes has 
acted as easement in the market for 
copperas as well as soda silicofluoride. 
Lowering of the steel mill operations 
has resulted in the development of a 
tight position in the market for cop- 
peras, while the dull condition of the 
fertilizing industry has brought about 
a shortage in soda silicofluoride. In 
connection with other items it was 
indicated that chromic noted an easing 
tendency, while sellers of the insecti- 
cides continued to solicit contracts on 
ealcium arsenate and lead arsenate. 

Alums.—Situation in the market for 
the sulphate commodity remained 
about the same as noted in the preced- 
ing week, with the demand from the 
major consumers exceptionally slow, 
due to the nearing of the year-end 
inventory work. No change in the 
prices for the other commodities in this 
group was uncovered. 

Ammonia, Aqua.—Further slowing 
down in the production schedules of 
the nearby textile mills tended to bring 
about a slow demand for the less than 
car lot shipments, but quotations were 


steady. Sellers were making headway 
on the writing of the 1932 contracts. 

Ammonia, Anhydrous. Leading 
producers announced that considerable 
progress Was made last week in the 
writing of 1932 contracts.

To 
prevent curtailment from _ bringing 
about a sharp advance in the price of 
copper of an unduly nature producers 
have agreed that restriction cease 
when stocks fall below total deliveries 
of the preceding four months or if the 
domestic price of copper should exceed 
12 cents a pound for fifteen days. Rec- 
ently world copper output has been 
running about 125,000 tons a month,

Total 
monthly output will be brought down 
to approximately 83,000 tons. Under 
agreement for curtailed copper pro- 
duction Union Miniere Du Haut Kat- 
anga will produce about 183,680,000 
pounds a year beginning January 1. Of 
this amount approximately 67,200,000 
pounds will be held in Africa until the 
condition of the copper market war- 
rants its sale. Prior to the acceptance 
of the curtailment Katanga was pro- 
ducing at the annual rate of 307,250,000 
pounds. 

Copperas.—A stronger tone was in 
evidence in the market for copperas 
last week, influenced by the further 
letdown in the production schedules of 
the steel mill operations. Demand was 
slow for copperas, however, due to the 
inclination of consumers to hold down 
their stocks to a minimum because of 
the approach of the year-end inventory 
work. No change in quotations was 
uncovered. 

Glaubers Salt.—lIntervention of the 
holiday and the approach of the inven- 
tory taking period tended to bring 
about a decidedly slow market in this 
direction last week, but sellers were 
naming the quotations that were in 
effect in the preceding week. 


Lead Acetate.—Nothing of impor- 
tance occurred in this market last 
week, with comparatively small-lot 


quantities constituting the demand for 
the brown, broken and forms of this 
item.

Feldspar Grinders Accept 
Trade Practice Rules 


The feldspar grinding industry has 
approved and adopted several changes 
ggested by the Federal Trade Com- 

si in the trade practice rules 
originally adopted by a conference of 
the industry in this city in February. 
The rules which have just been ap- 
proved by the commission relate to 
selling goods below cost with the ef- 





fect of injuring a competitor, giving 
money or anything of value to em- 
ployees of customers or competitors’ 


customers to influence sales, price dis- 
crimination, inducing breach of con- 
tracts, false branding, false statements 
as to goods, enticing competitors’ em- 
ployees, and shipping products which 
do not conform to samples. The group 
II rule accepted refers to proper meth- 
ods of determining costs. 


The text of the rules approved as 
group I and group II follows:— 
Group i 
Rule 1 
The commission substituted and ap- 


proved the following rule for the first sen- 
tence of Resolution 1 as adopted by the 
industry :-— 

The selling of goods below cost with the 
intent and with the effect of injuring a 
competitor and where the effect may be 
to substantially lessen competition or tend 
to create a monopoly or to unreasonably 


restrain trade, is an unfair trade prac- 
tice. 
Rule 2 
The commission substitute and ap- 


proved the following rule for Resolution 2 
as adopted by the industry :— 

Directly or indirectly to give or permit 
to be given or offer to give money or 
anything of value to agents, employees, 
or representatives of customers or pros- 
pective customers or to agents, employees, 
or representatives of competitors’ cus- 
tomers or prospective customers, without 
the knowledge of their employers or prin- 
cipals, as an inducement to influence thei 
employers or principals to purchase o1 
contract to purchase industry products 
from the maker of such gift or offer, or 
to influence such employers or principals 
to refrain from dealing or contracting to 
deal with competitors, with the tendency 
to injuriously affect the business of com- 
petitors, is an unfair trade practice. 


Rule 3 


The commission substituted and ap- 
proved the following rule for Resolution 
3 as adopted by the industry :-— 

It is an unfair trade practice for any 
person engaged in interstate commerce, 
in the course of such commerce, either 
directly or indirectly, to discriminate in 
price between different purchasers of com- 
modities, where the effect of such dis- 
crimination may be to substantially lessen 
competition or tend to create a monopoly 
in any line of commerce; provided that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent 
discrimination in price between  pur- 
chasers of the same class on account of 
differences in the grade, quality or quan- 
tity of the commodity sold, or that makes 
only due allowance for differences in the 
cost of selling or transportation, or dis- 
crimination in price in the same or differ- 
ent communities made in good faith to 
meet competition; and provided further, 
that nothing herein contained shall pre- 
vent persons engaged in selling the prod- 
ucts of this industry in commerce from 
selecting their own customers in bona fide 
transactions and not in restraint of trade. 


Rule 4 


The commission substituted and ap- 
proved the following rule for Resolution 
4 as adopted by the industry :— 

Maliciously inducing or attempting to 
induce the breach of existing contracts 
between competitors and their customers 
by any false or deceptive means whatso- 
ever, or interfering with or obstructing 
the performance of any such contractual 
duties or services by any such means, with 
the purpose and effect of unduly hamper- 
ing, injuring, or embarrassing competi- 


—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—— 


tors in their businesses, is an unfair 
trade practice. 
Rule 5 
The commission substituted and ap- 


proved the following rule for resolution 
5 as adopted by the industry :— 

The false marking or branding of prod- 
ucts of the industry, with the effect of 
misleading or deceiving purchasers with 
respect to the quantity, quality, grade, 
substance, origin, analysis or mesh of the 
goods purchased, and the tendency to in- 


juriously affect the business of competi- 
tors, is an unfair trade practice.

Minerais Producers Form 
National Safety Society 


Producers of nonmetallic minerals, 
particularly those in the siliceous 
group, have formed a mutual protective 
organization which has been named 
the Industrial Safety. Society. The 
largest producers and grinders of silica, 
feldspar, clay, and similar minerals are 
‘among the members of the new organi- 
zation, and a number of large consum- 
ers of these materials also are mem- 
bers. 

One of the chief purposes of the so- 
ciety is to overcome as far as possible 
the dust hazard (silicosis) to workers 
in the mines and plants of the mem- 
bers, and thus to reduce the number of 
claims for compensation or damages, 
which grow out of this hazard.

Magadi Soda Company 
Refuses I. C. I. Offer 


LONDON, Dec. 15, 1931. 

The Magadi Soda Company has re- 
jected the offer of Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Ltd., to holders of Magadi 
debentures to exchange their holdings 
for Imperial Chemical preference 
shares. The directors of Magadi Soda 
now announce that they intend to con- 
tinue the business and call up capital 
immediately to meet the company’s re- 
quirements, including debenture inter- 


est. Debenture holders will receive 
their half year’s interest on the due 
date. 

The company has in issue 600,000 


preferred ordinary shares of 5 shillings 
each, 1 shilling paid, and 100,000 ordi- 


nary shares of £1 each, 4 shillings 
paid, the total uncalled liability thus 
being £200,000, of which the Imperial 


Chemical Industries is liable for 
£154,000. 

A statement of the position of the 
Magadi Soda Company has just been 
made by the Governor of Kenya to the 
legislature at Nairobi. The governor 
stated that the company failed to carry 
out its program to increase production 
stipulated in the agreements with 
the government. The company sought 
a revision of the agreement, which was 
resisted by the government of Kenya. 
After prolonged negotiations, a mora- 
torium of ten years has been granted 
to the company with a guaranteed an- 
nual payment to Kenya of £10,000, and 
the government is at liberty to termi- 
nate the leases and dispose of the com- 
pany’s assets after a year’s notice if it 
receives a genuine offer. The company, 
however, is first given the opportunity 
to resume operations. The government 
has decided that £9,900 from the an- 
nual payment should go to the railroad, 
which is the heaviest loser. 

In reply to questions by elected mem- 
bers, the governor said that the effect 
of the suspension ‘of operations of the 
Magadi Company on the customs reve- 
nue would be about £2,000 annually. 
The position of the railroad is unsatis- 
factory. A sum of £250,000 was in- 
vested from the loan funds for pro- 
viding rolling stock for the Magadi 
branch on which the railroad must 
continue to pay £24,000 annually as in- 
terest and depreciation, for which it 
is receiving only £9,900 in return.

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Explosives Regulations 


Of 1.C.C. Are Amended 


Numerous amendments and additions 
to the regulations of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission governing the 
transportation of explosives and other 
dangerous articles by freight and ex- 
press and in baggage service were 
adopted December 15 at a session of 
division 6, of the commission and these 
will become effective on and after 
March 21, 1932. The amendments and 
additions are contained in the com- 
mission’s order No. 3666. 

Part 1 of the order dealing with 
freight contains a number of amend- 
ments to sections relating to tin tetra- 
chloride and metallic zirconium under 
the heading dangerous articles; also 
with high explosives. Inflammable 
liquids, inflammable solids and oxidiz- 
ing materials, and corrosive liquids, as 
well as poisonous articles. Part II re- 
lates to express shipments and covers 
dangerous articles, forbidden articles, 
inflammable solids and oxidizing mate- 


rials, corrosive liquids, poisonous ar- 
ticles, and other matter. Appendix 
No. 1 has to do with standard pro-

Transportation Costs 


The figure of $1.90 a barre] for the 
cost of domestic crude delivered to At- 
lantic Coast refineries includes $1.09 
for cost of production at the well (in- 
cluding interest at 6 percent and in- 
cluding depletion, a purchasing. com- 
mission averaging 4 cents a barrel, 


pipeline charges of 49 cents a barrel, 
and tanker charges averaging 26% 
cents a barrel. The cost figure for 


Maracaibo oil comprised charges of 62 
cents a barrel for production and de- 
livery to ocean tankers, and tanker 
charges of 25 cents a barrel. The figure 
for al] foreign oi] was composed of 87 
cents a barrel for production and local 
transportation and 28 cents for tanker 
charges. 

The Commission questioned its own 
figure of 49 cents a barrel as the aver- 
age cost of pipeline transportation 
during the four-year period. The fig- 
ures for domestic pipeline transporta- 
tion, it is explained, represent the rates 
charged by the pipeline companies and 
not the actual costs of operation. Most 
pipelines are controlled by concerns 
producing or refining crude petroleum, 
and the commission was unable to 
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make an investigation of actual costs 
of operation of these lines, but called 
attention to the fact that published 
pipeline rates may differ materially 
from actual] transportation costs. 


Refined Products 


The commission found that the cost 
of refined products, independently of 
any adjustment for a possible differ- 


ence in quality of the domestic and 
foreign products, during 1929, was 
$3.24 per barrel (42 galions) of do- 
mestic gasoline and $3.03 of foreign 
gasoline; $2.55 per barrel of domestic 


kerosene and $2.56 per barrel of for- 
eign kerosene; and $1.10 per barrel of 
domestic gas and fuel oils and $0.90 
per barrel of foreign gas and fuel oils. 
In 1930 the costs per barrel were:— 
Domestic gasoline, $3.20; foreign gaso- 


line, $2.81; domestic kerosene, $2.47; 
foreign kerosene, $2.43; domestic gas 
and fuel oils $1.18, foreign gas and 
fuel oils, $0.93. 

By subtracting these figures the 
commission found that in 1929 for- 


eign gasoline had an advantage of 21 
cents a barrel over domestic gasoline 
and foreign gas and fuel oils had an 
advantage of 20 cents a barrel, while 
domestic kerosene had an advantage 
of 1 cent per barrel over foreign kero- 
sene. In 1930 imported products had 
an advantage of 39 cents a barrel on 
gasoline, 4 cents a barrel on kerosene,

The commission found that, broadly 
speaking, the average quality of for- 


eign gasoline and kerosene is sub- 
stantially similar to that of the do- 


mestic product. It was admitted that 
gas and fuel oils from domestic crude 
are of higher quality than foreign 
products, but the commission was un- 
able to measure the difference. Of the 
total supply of gasoline in the At- 
lantic Coast areas, some of which is 
exported, it was estimated about 16 
percent is of foreign origin; of kero- 
sene about 6 percent; and of gas and 
fuel oil about 49 percent. 


Copper Cost Report 


Foreign copper has a price ad- 
vantage over domestic copper of 1.42 
cents a pound when depletion and in- 
terest charges are considered and an 
advantage of 49 cents a pound when 
depletion and interest charges are not 
considered, the Tariff Commission de- 
clared in a report made to Congress 
today on its study of foreign and do- 
mestic costs of copper production, di- 
rected by Senate resolution last 
February. 

These figures are on recoverable cop- 
per obtained in the refining of domestic 
ores compared with the cost of pro- 
duction of blister copper in foreign 
countries plus the cost of refining im- 
ported blister in the United States, 
and they are based on 1928 costs as 
being most representative of recent 
years. 

The commission found it impossible 
to make a comparison with costs of 
copper now being produced or soon 
to be produced in Africa, but stated 
that estimates of these costs indicate 
that the average foreign cost is now 
below the 1928 figure. In the last five 
years, the report showed, the domestic 
output of copper averaged about 48 
percent of the world total, but in 1930 


the proportion fell to 40 percent. The 
average grade of ore mined in the 


United States is only about two-thirds 
the average grade mined in foreign 
countries, and the commission looks for 
more severe competition for American 
producers and refiners of copper than 
hitherto because of recent develop- 
ments in foreign countries. 

The major cost study of the.com- 
mission was based on the average cost 
of production of all refined copper from 
domestic ores compared with the cost 
of production of blister copper in for- 
eign countries plus the cost of refin- 
ing it in the United States. However, 
the report contains comparisons of 
costs of various sections of the United 
States and various foreign producing 
areas, as well as cost studies of other 
smelting methods in addition to the 
blister process. The high domestic cost 
as compared with foreign cost is ex- 
plained almost wholly by the higher 
costs of mining in the United States, 
generally because of the lower copper 
content of the ore. 

Comparison with the lowest cost for- 
eign region (Latin American exclusive 


of northern Mexico, together with 
Spain) shows an excess of domestic 
over foreign costs of 1.54 cents per 


pound when depletion and interest are 
included and 2.26 cents per pound 
without those items. 

If, in addition to the foreign refined 
copper produced as blister and refined 
in thé United States, there should be 
added the copper refined in foreign 
countries, together with the cost of 
transporting it to the United States, 
the excess of domestic over foreign 
costs in the comparison with all for- 
eign countries combined would be in- 
creased by about one-half cent per 
pound when depletion and interest are 
taken into consideration, says the re- 
port, 





C.H. Proctor Retires from 
Active Duty with R.&H. 


Charles H. Proctor, for almost twenty 
years electroplating specialist with the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Com- 
pany, New York, will retire from active 
duty December 31, to devote his time 
to special work for the company. 
Chiefly he will assist in training R. & 
H. salesmen and also act as a consult- 


ant on plating problems. His retire- 
ment from active duty comes after 
more than forty years of association 


with the electroplating industry, during 
which time he made many important 
contributions to the development of the 
art both in this country and abroad. 
In February, 1912, Mr. Proctor joined 
the R. & H. staff and was instrumental 
in introducing “Trisalyts”’ (metallic 
triple salts, containing all the ingre- 
dients of the cyanide plating bath) to 
the plating industry.

Aniline Oil.—Conditions here were 
relatively unchanged from those noted 
in the preceding week, with the call 
highly irregular, but a firm tone in 
evidence. Prices were without change. 

Anthraquinone.—This market had 
little to offer in the way of betterment 
over the preceding week, with buyers 
adhering urmly u the hand-.o-moutn 
coverage policy. No change in quota- 
tions was uncovered 

Benzaldehyde.—Although the ship- 
ments here were of comparatively 
small sized quantities because of the 
approach of the inventory taking pe- 
riod, the market retained a firm tone 
and prices were in conformity with 
the schedule in force previously. 

Benzidin Base.—lUsual buyers were 
restricting purchases to actual wants 
during the period under survey, but the 
slowing down in the demand failed to 
have an affect on the market pricewise. 

Dinitrobenzene.—Consumers of this 
material were endeavoring to hold 
their inventories to a minimum, with 
the result the market dragged at inter- 
vals during the week, but quotations 
were well sustained.

Coaltar Colors 

The market for the coaltar colors 
experienced a slow trading week. 
Slackening in the demand was primar- 
ily attributed to the curtailment in 
the production schedules of certain 
units in the textile industry, due to the 
nearing of the year-end inventory pe- 
riod. Continuance of unseasonable 
weather has taken the edge off holi- 
day sales of the heavier textiles. The 
slowing down in the demand for the 
coaltar colors, however, failed to have 
an influence on the undertone in the 
market, with sellers in all directions 
adhering firmly to price schedules in 
vogue previously. Cotton ginning of 
this year’s crop ginned prior to Decem- 
ber 13 was reported by the United 
States Census Bureau to have totaled 
15,358,405 running bales, counting 535,- 
337 round bales as half bales and in- 
cluding 7,925 bales of American-Egyp- 
tian. Ginnings to December 13 last 
totaled 13,259,413 running bales, count- 
ing 478,356 round bales as half bales 
and including 17,411 American-Egyp- 
tian. 





German Benzene Trade 


A 15 percent cut in production of 
benzene, as well as decreased sales, is 
shown in the report of the German 
Benzene Association (Bochum) for 
1930. That consumption has continued 
to decline is indicated by a drop of 
about 30 percent in imports of benzene 
into Germany this year Imports dur- 
ing the first nine months totaled 104,985 
metric tons, compared with 149,203 tons 
in the corresponding 1930 period 

The syndicate agreement of the as- 
sociation with the Benzol Vereinigung 


des Ostens G m. b. H., Berlin, has been 
extended for several years, according 
to information sent to the Department 
of Commerce by the consul at Frank- 
port-on-Main. The Ostens organi- 
zation represents benzene producers 
in the eastern part of Germany. 





Oil Profits from State 
Leases Held Nontaxable 


Profits from operations of oil leases 
obtained from state governments are 
not subject to the Federal income tax, 
it was decided by the Court of Claims 
of the United States in a case brought 
by Ernest Whitworth Markind of the 
Marland Refining Company. The court 
ordered refunds to Marland of more 
than $150,000 of taxes paid on income 
from the sale of oil and gas from 
leases in the state of Oklahoma dur- 
ing 1917 and 1918, but denied an ad- 
ditional claim of nearly $1,000,000 for 
taxes paid on profits derived by Mar- 
land from sale of the leases to the 
Marland Refining Company. 

The court ruled that, as operator of 
state oil lands, Marland was an agency 
of the state which could not be taxed 
by the Federal government, but that 
this status did not extend to the sale 
of the lease to another party. In its 
pinion the court reviewed many cases 
bearing on the power to tax agencies 
of state and Federal governments and 
said that it would be disposed to con- 
clude that the lessee of state land is 
not an instrumentality of the state ex- 
cept that it believed itself bound to 
reach a contrary conclusion by the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the recent 
Gillespie vs. Oklahoma, wherein it was 
held that the lessee of Indian oil lands 
was an instrumentality of the Federal 
rovernment and not taxable by the 


siate.,

The first step to 
be taken is to arrange a conference 
with Governor Shafer and John Steel, 
State auditor, in charge of gasoline 
tax collections, asking the two officials 
to authorize a state-wide investigation 
of tax evasion. 





The state of Wyoming renewed the 
leases on the Elkhorn structure to the 
Midwest Refining Company and va- 
rious leases in that section to the Ohio 
Oil Company, the board stating it pre- 
ferred to give preferential rights to 
present holders. The Elkhorn embraces 
401 acres, on which four wells are 
located. The work is being done by the 
Continental Oil Company for the Mid- 
west Refining Company. 


The Natural Gas Pipeline Company 
of America is the new name of the 
former Continental Construction Com- 
pany. The capital has been increased 
from 500,000 to 1,500,000 shares of no 
par value. The company will direct 
operations of the natural gas inter- 
ests involved in the lines from Texas 
to Chicago and any future projects, 
replacing the Natural Gas Company of 
America, which will be eliminated. 


The Tide Water Associated Trans- 
port Corporation, subsidiary of the 
Tide Water Associated Oil Company, 
has called for redemption February 15 
a total of $67,000 of its first lien 10- 
vear marine equipment five percent 
sinking fund gold bonds at a price not 
to exceed 102 and accrued _ interest. 
Offers will be received by the City 
Bank Farmers’ Trust Company, this 
city, as agent, until noon December 30. 


New orders for oil burners received 
in October by 106 manufacturers re- 
porting to the Bureau of the Census, 
Washington, totalled 13,542 as com- 
pared with 13,329 in September, and 
With 18,152 in October, last year, Un- 
filled orders at the end of the month 
numbered 1,177 against 1,869 at the 
end of September, and 1,718 at the end 
of October last year. Stocks of burn- 
ers on hand October 31 totalled 8,326 
against 9,748 on September 30, and 
8.677 on October 31, last year. New 
orders for the ten months totalled 73.,- 
585 burners against 106,009 in the like 
period last year.

Holiday Quiet Envelopes All Commodities--Com- 
ing Inventories Retard Buying--Small Stocks Prevent 
Bargain Sales-- November Construction Decreased 


The market for paint, varnfsh and 


icquer chemicals was enveloped last 


veek by the dullness that is usual in 
the holiday season. Small parcel trad- 
ing for urgent use constituted the trad 
ing. Purchasers sought to keep thei 
stocks on hand at a minimum and to 
show the lowest possible carryover on 


their 1932 books. Sellers were resigned 


to the situation and turned their atten- 
tion to the possibilities for next year's 
ypening, excercising ho special efforts 
to stimulate spot interest. An interest- 
ing observation this vear is the’ ab- 
sence of so-called bargain sell-outs 
thut are usually noticed in the markets 
ol some commodities as the veal 
draws to u Close. In former vears it 
vas sometimes possible to buy odd 
ots at an advantageous price which 
suppliers proffered in order to rid 
themselves ol certain stocks that 
would otherwise be carried over into 
the following year This year sellers’ 


stocks are too small for any such 


policy. This was particularly noticable 
in the varnish gum market

This year the sellers were 
forced to write off huge unwanted 
quantities on those agreements as the 
purchasers were unable to estimate 
their requirements in a year when cur- 
tuiled operations was apparent, Many 
of the 1932 contracts have also been 
written with a wide spread between 
minimum und maximum estimated re- 
quirements. 

While the attention of the trade is 
now centered upon the possibilities for 
the early part of next year, the outlook 
does not contain much promise. At 
least, the manufacurers and importers 
of paint, varnish and lacquer raw ma- 
terials are viewing the immediate fu- 
ture with a conservative eye. Indica- 
tions .point to closely controlled grind- 
ing operations in paint manufacturing 
plants during the early part of the 
vear; paint makers have indicated that 
they will await indications from the 
dealers to see how much mixed paint 
will move out, before they effect the 
usual, seasonal expansion in their 
erinding schedules. 

Building permit reports received by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics from 
342 identical cities having a population 
of 25,000 or over, for October and No- 
vember, 1931, showed a decrease of 
23.7 percent in the number and a de- 
crease of 25.4 percent in the estimated 
expenditures for new residential build- 
ings comparing permits issued in No- 
vember with those issued in October. 
New nonresidential buildings de- 
creased 29.0 percent in number but 
only 6.2 percent in estimated cost. Ad- 
ditions, alterations and repairs de- 
creased 26.3 percent in number and 
15.6 percent in estimated cost. Total 
building operations decreased 26.8 per- 
eent in number and 14.9 percent in 
cost. 

Various agencies of the United 
States Government awarded 108 build- 
ing contracts during November at a 
total cost of $14,437,537. This is an 
increase of over $4,000,000 as compared 
with October.

Pigments 


The usual quiet of the holiday period 
was quite well evidenced in the pig- 
ment materials list last week. Ship- 
ments of lead products, barytes, titani- 
um pigments and others in the group 
were very small.

Cables received from Holland last 
Wednesday reported that The Quinine 
Convention, selling quinine to the 
United States through its 
agency known as Buramic, had raised 
the price of sulphate and bisulphate 
to the basis of 40c. per ounce. The 
action was taken to meet the protests 
of European pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers who experience competition 
from pharmaceutical houses in the 
United States. For months past, the 
price quoted by the Dutch on business 
to the United States had been 4c. lower 
than the official price for quinine sold 
to European buyers by the Convention.

Potash lodide. — Quotations were 
reduced December 22, making the 
new price $3.25 to $3.30 per pound. The 
reduction was caused by severe com- 
petition offered by importers of Japa- 
nese potash iodide. The decline in 
Japanese exchange had put the Japa- 
nese iodides into favorable  posi- 
tion. Furthermore, Japan has _ been 
shipping considerable quantities of 
low priced crude iodine to this coun- 
try. Finally, domestic sources of crude 
iodine have been increasing their out- 
put steadily and have sold it at prices 
said to be lower than the official quota- 
tion of $3.89, named by the agents of 
the Chilean producers. 

Quicksilver. — The market was easy 
to weak, demand being almost nil and 
offerings being large. It was a buy- 
ers’ market and the quotation of $67 
to $69 per flask was considered to be 
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virtually nominal in the absence of 
firm orders. 

Quinine.—Events last week 
to a probable advance in 
prices. Cables received last Wednes- 
day from the official agency handling 
Dutch sales to the United States re- 
ported higher prices and named a quo- 
tation in Dutch exchange that worked 
out at 40c. per ounce for sulphate and 
bisulpsate. That price was the one 
in force when quinine quotations for 
the United States were reduced to 36c. 
some weeks ago. It was also the offi- 
cial price for quinine in Europe. The 
cause of the advance was said to have 
been the success which had attended 
the protests lodged with the Dutch by 
the European pharmaceutical houses 
who compete in the European markets 
with American houses doing an in- 
ternational business. The basis of the 
protest was that American pharma- 
ceutical houses doing an international 
business had a marked advantage 
over their European competitors in 
that they bought quinine at 36c. while 
Europe paid 40c. To a late hour in 
the week no change in prices had been 
announced by the principal quinine 
houses in the United States. Stocks 
of imported quinine now unsold in 
this country are reported to be large 
and subject to poor demand. There- 
fore. the prediction has been made 
that competition in terms of price 
cutting will come promptly with the 
announcement of 40c. as the official 
quotation in the United States. 

Red Precipitate.— The USP 
technical articles were cut 8c. 
pound, making the market $1.56 
pound for the USP and $1.42 
pound for the technical. Severe 
petition caused the decline.

Herbs and Leaves 


Aconite. A steady market was the 
rule. Low consumption has not counted 
against maintenance of quotations, 
sellers being able to retain llc. to 12c. 
per pound because of an almost total 
absence of local competition, 

Belladonna. — Request for prompt 
deliveries was restricted to small par- 
cels and not much of that kind of 
business was current last week. Prices 
were steady, competition being neg- 
ligible because of the low levels pre- 
vailing and the absence of weakness in 
replacement quotations. 

Buchu. — Competition kept prices 
so low that profits were at the dis- 
appearance level. However, in view 
of the small demand and the few op- 
portunities for selling more than job- 
bing quantities, those with large stocks 
were disposed to liquidate as much as 





possible. 

Horehound. — Some said inquiries 
gained slightly but others failed to 
find an expansion in interest on the 


part of buyers. Quotations were steady, 
notwithstanding the absence of gen- 
erally improved request. 

Marjoram. — It appeared probable 
that this item would go into the new 
year in fairly firm position. Declines 
in the past have wiped out most of 
the opportunity for further shading 
of prices and hence they were steady 
regardless of very light demand. 

Sage. — Quotations were steady at 
the recent and fractional advance in 
quotations. The market was ic. to 
5%c. per pound steadily throughout 
the past week. Demand was light. 

Senna. — A smaller crop of Indian 
senna has been predicted but some 
have indicated the probability that the 
second crop would offset the smaller 
output in the first. Demand on spot 
remained moderate and in keeping 
with the normally reduced trade at 
this time of the year. 

Uva Ursi. — Declines in Spanish 
exchange have not affected spot quota- 
tions for this item.

Golden Seal.—Prices were nominally 
unchanged but in view of the almost 
total absence of demand, it was dif-

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values. Competition was believed to 
be no less active than it had been. 

Ipecac.—Demand continued to lag at 
a time when consumption ought to be 
fairly active among the manufacturing 
consumers.

Petroleum Industry Still 
In Bad Way, Says Beaty 


Optimistic statements to the effect 
that the petroleum industry was again 
showing signs of reaching a period of 
normality of operation and so forth 
were denounced by President Amos L. 
Beaty, of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute, in a statement December 15, in 
which Mr. Beaty stated:— 

Unless something is done quickly we 
are headed for more trouble. A _ tariff 
promptly enacted might temporarilv save 
the situation in the United States. At 
some expense to foreign business it 
might even tide us over until the pres- 
ent high potentials of crude producticn 
here are reduced to safer bounds. Sut 
a tariff alone cannot save us. We must 
do some constructive things, or else wit- 
ness demoralization and loss exceeding 
anything which has occurred in the re- 
cent past. 

Crude production from flowing weils is 
20 percent too high and refinery runs are 
20 percent too high. This is net a wild 
or extravagant statement; it is fully sup- 
ported by up-to-date statistics which 
take into account the decline in consump- 
tion now occurring. The industry must 
take its choice between sanity in opera- 
tions and utter collapse. 

Optimistic and lulling statements at 
this time are to be deplored. 

The statement was regarded in fi- 
nancial and oil circles in this city 
as being a warning to the industry pre- 
liminary to a meeting of the board of 
directors of the Institute in St. Louis 
on December 17. This meeting de- 
voted its attention practically en- 
tirely to the question of current con- 
ditions in the industry and, while no 
statements were forthcoming imme- 
diately after the meeting it was an- 
ticipated that something similar to the 
keynote sounded by President Beaty 
will be forthcoming presently to jar 
some interests in the industry out of 
their feeling that the industry is im- 
proving.

The market here for refined cotton- 
seed oil futures was a quiet and on the 
whole rather featureless affair last 
week.

In ‘such circumstances few 
traders were disposed to enter ex- 


tensively into fresh commitments on 
either side of the market. On the con- 
trary many were disposed to hold aloof 
pending developments in outside mar- 
kets as well as in the general business, 
financial and international political si- 
tuation. 

In some quarters there was a ten- 
deney to take a rather more cheerful 
view of the outlook for American trade 
with the advance of the year though 
this feeling, as already intimated, was 
not reflected in operations in the mar- 
ket for cottonseed oil. The trend of 
the markets for bonds and stocks was 


upward at times, however, and this 
was not without effect upon sentiment 
in oil trade circles. The action of the

Annatto Seed Price Fractionally Lower--Shortage in 
Sicilian Sumac Spot Supply--Cochineal and Fustic

Buying in: the dyestuffs-tanstuffs 
market indicated that the textile and 
tanning industries were endeavoring to 
hold year-end inventories to a mini- 
mum, with the result that the only 
activity apparent consisted in the fill- 
ing of small-lot urgent requirements 
Changes in the market consisted in the 
fractional lowering of the price sched- 
ule on annatto seed. 

Reduction in the price for annatto 
seed was attributed to the decidedly 
slow call. Relative to other dyestuffs 
it Was stated that prices for cochineal, 
indigo, fustic and turmeric were steady. 
Print cloth factories in the South were 
curtailing operations to the extent of 
10,000,000 yards. It was indicated that

tinue in effect until a huge reduction 
in surplus stocks has been made as 
well as an improvement in the price 
for the finished product. Cotton of this 
year’s crop ginned prior to December 
13 was placed at 15,358,405 running 
bales by the Census Bureau. This com- 
pared with 13,259,413 bales ginned to 
December 13 last year. 

Prevailing scarcity for Sicilian 
ground sumac on spot has given the 
market for that commodity a decidedly 
firm tone. Firmness for the same rea- 
son was noted in the market for divi- 
divi as well as common and plantation 
gambier. At the same time the im- 
proved position of the English cur- 
rency also tended to give the division 
of the tanning material a better under- 
current. Sellers of mangrove bark, 
myrobalans, valonia beards and wattle 
bark were quoting the price levels in 
force previously. At the same time it 
was indicated that the surplus stocks 
of the tanning industry were down to 
a minimum and it was generally agreed 
that the industry would enter the new 
year in a much improved technical po- 
sition over 1931. November shoe pro- 
duction was expected to be slightly 
under the volume produced in the same 
month a year ago. 


Egg products continued to feature 
the sizing material division with a 
strong tone. Sellers were looking for 
an advance in the price of egg albu- 
men in the first quarter of the year 
when consumers will be entering the 
market for replacements upon the 
completion of the year-end inventory 
work. Although the demand for corn- 
starch and dextrin was exceptionally 
dull, prices were well maintained. 

In connection with the chemical sec- 
tion it was stated that the closing of 
the major contracts for soda bichro- 
mate gave the market a steadier ap- 
pearance. It was also said that some 
of the smaller consumers had forsaken 
the waiting attitude for further price 
developments and signed contracts. No 
change was uncovered in the market 
for antimony salt, oxide or needle, and 
sellers of zinc dust reported that mar- 
ket as steady. 


Chemicals 


Alumina Chloride.—Nothing of im- 
portance occurred in this market last 
week, with the principal consumers 
making preparation for the year-end 
inventory work. Prices were un- 
changed. 


Antimony Salt.—Throughout the pe- 
riod under survey the market for the 
salt product moved at a slow pace, 
while buyers of the oxide and needle 
were limiting purchases to urgent re- 
quirements. No change in quotations 
Was uncovered. 

Potash Bichromate.—Reflecting the 
unsettlement noted in the soda bichro- 
mate market in recent weeks, quota- 
tions for this commodity were quoted 
at 8%4c. per pound for carlot quan- 
tities and 844c. per pound on the less 
than carlot quantities, 

Soda Bichromate.—With the major 
contracts having been closed, the mar- 
ket showed signs of stabilizing. Sell- 
ers were quoting the carlot prices at 
jc. per pound and the less than carlot 
shipments at 54c. per pound. 

Zinc Dust.— With the continuance of 
the steady tone in the market for the 
basic material coupled with a fair de- 
mand for the dust commodity, sellers 
were naming the carlot price for zinc 
dust at the level in force previously. 


Dyestuffs 


Annatto.—Sellers here reduced the 
quotation for the seed material 4c. 
per pound in an effort to stimulate in- 
terest. The new schedule follows:— 
Seed, bags, 7%4c. to T%c. per pound, 
according to quantity. The market for 
the paste was without change. 

Archil.—Usual buyers were adher- 
ing to the attitude of covering for im- 
mediate requirements only, with the 
result that the market for the con- 
centrated and double grades moved 
through another slow trading week, 
but prices were about the same as 
noted in the previous week. 

Cochineal.—This market had little to 
offer in the way of betterment over the 
preceding week, with the carmine in- 
dustry and other consumers holding 
down stocks for year-end inventory 
taking purposes. Sellers of the gray 
and Teneriffe silver were quoting the 
price levels in force previously. 

Fustic.—Situation here remained 
about the same as that noted in the 
previous week, with the textile trade 
and other channels of consumption 
limiting takings to urgent needs. No 
change in the prices for the sticks, 
solid or crystals was uncovered. 

Hematine.—Demand here was highly 
irregular throughout the week under 
review, with routine consumers pur- 
chasing on a hand-to-mouth basis.

A special 
cable to the New York Times last week 
reported that France was about to 
contract with Germany for a supply of 
nitrate; Chile has supplied France with 
nitrate requirements for many years 
back. Although no official announce- 
ment has been made, it was understood 
that an agreement between France and 
Germany had been reached, notwith- 
standing considerable opposition in 
France to any movement that would 
ally Germany in a commercial way. 
The cable indicated that France will 
pay Germany 83 frances per 100 kilo- 
grams (about $33.20 per long ton) and 
the French. Government will sell the 
material to farmers for 95 francs, the 
difference of 12 francs per 100 kilos be- 
ing contributed for subvention to the 
French nitrogen industry. 

The deal involves in a large measure, 
payment of reparation claims. The 
contract will stipulate that a certain 
portion of the French payments will 
be held in escrow by Germany for ap- 
plication against the war reparations 
account of France. 

The fertilizer material trade here was 
maintaining a doubtful attitude as to 
what measure of business they will re- 
ceive when seasonal buying returns in 
January.

For the fiscal vear ended October 
31, the Reserve Petroleum Company, 
Los Angeles, has reported a net loss 
of $626,045 after charges, as compared 
with a net loss of $306,814 in the pre- 
vious fiscal year.

Trade News Briefs 


British India has increased the im- 
port duty on printing ink from 6% to 
12%, percent ad valorem, inclusive of 
the surtax of 25 percent of the duty. 


The Maryland Glass Company, 
manufacturer of bottles and other 
blue glass containers, Mount Winans, 


Baltimore, has erected a building, 30 
by 26 feet, in which it is installing an 
additional compressor. 


Floyd E. Francis, purchasing execu- 
tive for the Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
Company, Milwaukee, has been ap- 
pointed as a member of the national 
panel of arbitrators of the American 


Arbitration Association. 


A habeas corpus hearing will be held 
by Judge Sinclair in Kenansville, N.C., 
January 11, in the attempt to extradite 
Mark L. Jones to Virginia on charges 
of commercial bribery in connection 
with the sale of furniture finishes. 


British Columbia, Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan, and Manitoba, which have a 
uniform gasoline tax of 5 cents per 
imperial gallon, are considering an in- 
crease to 7 cents. The present rev- 
enue from this source is estimated as 
follows:— Alberta, $1,931,602; British 
Columbia, $1,800,000; Saskatchewan, 
after allowing for rebates, $1,800,000; 
and Manitoba, $1,176,000. 


Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey has arranged to put into opera- 
tions its fourth stock acquisition plan 
for employees, effective January 1. A 
feature of the plan was a provision 
that the board of directors may pur- 
chase stock for employees in the open 


market rather than confining their 
purchases to treasury stock from the 
company. 


The proposed investigation of the 
duty and production cost of lead has 
been abandoned at the instance of its 
sponsor, Senator William A. King, of 
Utah. In the last Congress, Senator 
King offered a resolution directing the 
Tariff Commission to make a tariff 
study of lead, but during the Congres- 
sional recess the Senator asked the 
commission to disregard the resolu- 
tion as his constituents were of the 
opinion that circumstances did not 
warrant the increase. The Senate has 
now rescinded its resolution and the 
commission has officially dropped the 
inquiry. 


Florida’s 7-cent gasoline tax, the 
highest in the country, will produce 
revenue of $123,776 this year for the 


schools of Manatee county alone, it was 
said recently by Governor Carlton, who 


added that gasoline tax and motor 
license receipts soon will put the 
state’s schools on a sound financial 
basis. 

An extra dividend of $10 per unit 
has been declared by the trustees of 


the Twin Bell Oil Syndicate, Los An- 
geles, in addition to the regular quar- 
terly disbursement of $3 a share, pay- 
able to holders of record December 21. 
Checks were mailed December 23. A 
similar extra dividend was paid July 
2, 1931. 


Iron drums for the exportation of 
gasoline and lubricating oils are ad- 
mitted free of import duty into Mex- 
ico, provided they have a capacity of 
from 190 to 210 liters, measure from 
86 to 92 centimeters in height and 
from 57 to 63 centimeters on the base, 
and have one or two screw covers at 
the ends. 


The annual financial statement of 
Prairie Cities Oil Company, Ltd., shows 
operating profits of $64,798 before de- 
duction of interest, depreciation and 
other charges, but a deficit of $56,991 
before bad debt reserves and dividends. 
Payment of dividends and provision for 
bad debts left a deficit to be carried 
into the balance sheet of $177,666. 


A total of 28,000 acres of oil and gas 
lands in Kentucky and West Virginia 
has been acquired by the Columbia Gas 
and Electric Corporation, this city, 
from the L. E. Houston estate, Cincin- 
nati, and R. R. Smith, Huntington, W. 
Va., at a reported price of $1,500,000. 
Some of the property has been devel- 
oped, producing 15,500,000 cubic feet of 
gas dally. 


Fire on December 20 caused heavy 
damage to the wax works of the 
Vacuum Oil Company’s refinery at 


Olean, N. Y. A large tank of naphtha 
exploded, possibly from an electric 
spark, although safeguards had been 
provided. After a three-hour battle 


the blaze was brought under control. 
The loss was estimated variously from 
$25,000 to $150,000, company officials 
saying several days would be required 
to decide the exact amount, which 
they admitted would be heavy.
